The cain was greater than the loss. Chris- 
tianily had sammoned the nation to its defence 
and so became more and more firmly established 
than belore. Soon schools and pat mu lti- 
plied many fold. Churches were built at promi- 
neul stations. Congregations swelled in some of 
them. to a thousand souls. The echorch erected 
two years betore at Honolulu. having been burn- 
ed by an incendiary, was rebuilt: larger 
than before.

Here and: there an 
idvlater lingered aronud that dread place, lurked 
in the recesses of the mountains, or crept stealth- 
ily throngh the deep vailies, but henceforth no 
regular priesthood kept alive the ancieut faith. 
Ouce afterwards, there arose in one of the re- 
mote districts a sect whose belief somewhat 
ingeniously combined Christian and pagan tenets, 
which, however, through the faslure of one oO 
its own prophecies, and the timely exhortation 
of a missionary, was soon broken up. » Qwing to 
the spread of Christianity, the war of rebellion 
on hawai, and the breach of the charm that 
hung over the vulcano, idolatry may. be said to 
have become extinct.

Kaahumanu. No brighter change of heart was 
ever recorded in the whole history of the Chris- 
tian church. While a heathen she was the most 
proud and cruel of queens. Her vassels croucti- 
ed-with more than usual servility at her feet. 
Her angry look sent men of every rank from her 
resence. Not even a chief dared to face her 
rown. She had been from the first fnendly to 
the mission. Her superior intelligence taught 
her the advantages of their residenee on the 


Islands. But even them she kept at a distance 
from her. She avoided their courtesies. She 


never condescended to give them more than her 
ee to their extended hand! She kept 
all foreigners in abeyance. By her sternness

It is true, he may never be brought, like hi 
into a strait where the choice between duty an 
present interest will have to be so distinct and 
pouty made. But by a thousand little things, 
ia fidelity is daily subjected to strong tests.— 
It is by proving true in these, he must prepare 
himself to stand tirm.in a great exigency. And 
by the measure of his faithfulness in little things, 
a man may passa safe judgment on his abilit 
to abide a fiery trial. It seltish policy—if self- 
interest and self-seeking, are determining 
is ordinary intercourse 
with mankind—if he is ready to take advantage 
of the ignorance or necessities of men in mat- 
ters of business—if envy, revenge, wounded 
vanity, or any other low motive, bas a dominant 
influence over his conduct, he may be assured 
that in a severe test of integrity, like ‘that of 
Milton’s, he would prove false to truth and duty.

Such, at least, is the judgment of 
Christ, who asserts, that “ He that is faithful in 
that «hich is least, is faithful also in mach ; and 
he thaf\s unjust in the least, is unjust in mach.” 
To become morally great, therefore, in peculiar 
exigencies, a. man must habitually cultivate the 
elemeuts of that greatness in the hourly occa- 
sions of life.

Foreign Opposition at Honolulu. 
At last advices from the Sandwiclr Islands, the 

excitement was on theincrease. The refusal of 

the Kihg to dismiss Messrs. Armstrong and Judd 
from office, had driven the filibusters mad. They 
Je to be forming desperate resolutions to 
their purpose. Secret societies were 
forming among the revolutionists; while on the 
d the Government were maturing meas- 
defence. Ere this some decisive action 
pasdoubtless taken place—possibly violence 
jumphed over justice—possibly the old en- 
mity and jealousy of selfish men has overturned 
an administration that has so Jong defended a 
helpless King and a poor people from the ava- 
rice of their foes. Possibly foreign cupidity has 
obtained the lands that the Mission and Govern- 
ment have always endeavored to keep in pos- 
session of the natives. Possibly the foreign in- 
terest is at last in the ascendant, while the na- 
tives for whom that Government, as in. duty 
bound, had legislated, rather than for aliens, are 
made “ hewers of wood and drawers of water,” 
or the usurpers. } 
All this, and more, ‘has taken place, if the 
filibisters have succeeded. The overthrow of 
Dr. Judd & Co. is not their ultimate design. — 
The good of the nativ@és is no part of that de- 
sign. Allegiance to the King is but a mask 
which they have already ventured to throw off. 
The letter(!) published in the Tunes and Tran- 
script of the 2ist inst., more than intimates a 
Republic and Annexation! The spirit of that 
communication is a sufficient index to the whole 
movement. Its bitterness is excessive. Its vi- 
tuperation is disgusting. Its charges bear their 
refutation in their very absurdity. Its very lan- 
guage betrays a foul-mouthed and detestable 
origin. Itis the efiervescence of a sour mind 
that sickens every one. it puts every reflecting 
yeader on his guard against it. 


Every one at all familiar with the history of 


the Islands, will recognise in such correspond- 


ence the spirit of the old enemy that has long 


dogged the heels of the Government and the 
Mission. The present excitement is but another 
fit of periodical rage. IJtis nothing new. Ithas 
only assumed a more threatening form. If left 
te itself it would soon froth away and disappear. 
We are not disappointed. There are some 
elements in nature that are always at war with 
others—agreement is impossible—commotion is 
sure whenever they are brought into contact. 
#0 it is in social life: clashing interests create 
jealousies ; jealousies grow into enmity ; enmity 
creates opposition ; opposition resisted results in 


anger; anger ends in violeuce. «Selfishness is 
at the bottom of That fishness is two- 
fold: it is sensual! or it ricious, or both. In 


such a place as the Islands, it is usually both— 
lust demanding unrestrained indulgence. ava- 
rice grasping after the possessions of others. 

At the Islands there have always been these 
elashing interests. The good of the natives has 
always interfered with foreign indulgence, and 
the possessions of the King and Chiefs with 
foreign cupidity. The Government therefore, in 

its protection of public morality early put a check 

-on foreign libertinism. To secure lands to na- 
tives, so as to aid the grand experiment of ele- 
vating a heathen people to manhood and _ inde- 
pendence, the Government adopted a policy that 
kept foreigners and aliens from the possession of 
the soil. Thus native and foreign interests 
clashed. The Missionaries promoted the native 
interest. They encouraged the Chiefs to do the 
same: They did their duty, but they made ene- 
mies. By their influence they held foreign vice 
and cupidity in check; but in proportion to the 
restraint, provoked foreign wrath. 

Foreigners of that class knew it would be so, 
and therefore used all. their arts to prevent the 
landing of the Mission in 1820. They found it 
to be so, and therefore repeatedly sought under 
Various pretexts to secure their banishment.— 

Every such attempt failed, every failure covered 
the conspirators with shame Their shame, 
however, only deepened their hostility. While 
they circulated slander against the Mission, they 
plotted in every way against the the morality of 
the king and people. As every one knows, the 
law against fornication, on ship and on shore 

‘was for years the great bone of contention — 
_ Americans, Englishmen and Frenchmen could 


gst ran wild and loose, nor get the chiefs drunk, | 


and drive hard bargains with them, as in the 
olden time—and, therefore, they cursed the 
Mission for their interference with their liberties 
and rights. ee 
Such was the source of the early opposition 
of foreigners. The opposition of later days is 
as easily accounted for. When the chiefs alone 
ruled, they were easily made the dupes of de- 
signing men. By such men the resources of 
the Islands had become really exhausted. The 
chiefs at last felt the evil and sought a remedy. 
They had all confidence in the Mission and ap- 
plied to them for help. They had no confidence 
in other foreigners and dared not go to them. 
The Mission at first declined. They at last 
consented, but not till all their efforts had failed 
to secure legal help from the U. S. Thus from 
necessity sprung up the connection between the 
Mission and the government. Five only have 
ever entered into government service, of whom 
but three were ever clergymen. All of these 
immediately left the Mission when they severally 
entered into governmeng service. The Mission 
never was in any sense responsible for their acts. 
But the policy of the so called Missionary 
government, has been to protect native interests 
and native morality. Hence the unpopularity of 
the king’s ministers with foreigners who have 
gone there either for pleasure or for fortune.— 


Hawaiians the world would never have heard 
of this uproar. 

That no honest motive governs the present 
movement is evident from the ihe way in which 
it started (maliciously taking advantage of the 


the men engaged mit. The best citizens of Hon- 
olulu are not in the movement. They have thus 
far kept aloof from all participation in it. Most 
of those associated with it are either old enemies, 
orcomparative strangers. Nearly all are aliens. 
Many of them? are well known filibusters. A 
great proportion are men of no character, and 
ready for any movement that offers them a 
chance of fortune. 

The stories that come over and find their way 


into public prints are often too vile and absurd 
to find their way into respectable prints. The 
one already alluded to in the Times and Tran- 
script is of that character. We regret that the 
editorial with copious extracts from somebody, 
should have been of the same character. Strange 
that the writer of the sensible leader of Monday 
last should have so soon changed colors. Dust 
has been thrown in his eyes from some quarter. 
Does he know that “ Honolulu” can easily be 
placed at the head of letters written here? Or 
is hein the secret of the great scheme of land

Canirornta CHestnutT Wa.nut.— 
Specimens of these fruits, indigenous to Cali- 
fornia, have been kindly furnished us by an 
English gentleman, who has been for some 
years investigating the botany of our State. The 
chestnut is an evergreen shrub, some eight or 
ten feet high; leaf green on the upper, and yel- 
low on its under surface; fruit nearly triangular 
in shape, quite small, and sweet. It is known 
to be found along the coast range from Monterey 
to Bodega. The specimen furnished us came 
from near Rabbit Creek, Sierra county, where it 
was discovered in abundance. 

The walnut is a deciduous tree, attaining me- 
dium size; not found as yet, north of San Louis 
Obispo. The nut is of moderate size, not easily 
broken, its meat rich and agreeable. Speci- 
mens of this came from Dalton’s ranch, of Santa 
Annita, twenty-five miles below Los Angeles, 
where it grows in abundance. 

These plants, native to our soil, are capable of 
a high degree of cultivation, and can be made 
to subserve purposes of ornament and usefulness. 
They will stand our long droughts, and are for 
this reason superior to those of foreign importa- 
tion. 

Our readers. many of them we presume, are 
aware of the existence of the hazel nut, a vari- 
ety of the filbert, being found also in abundance 
along our coast from Santa Cruz north.

LeBaNnon Sprines, N. Y. Aug. 18, 1853.

Dr. Taylor went to Chin-kiang-fu alone ina 
small boat, “his carpet-bag filled with Christian 
books.” He met with many obstacles in reach- 
ing the city, which is over a hundred miles above 
Shanghai, the intervening region being filled 
with soldiers and in astate of warfare. He 
found the city skillfully fortified. Having suc- 
ceeded in passing the lines, he found himself 
“ surrounded by great numbers of fierce looking, 
long-haired men, who called him brother” by 
whom he was led to the commandant of the 
forces, named Lo, quartered within the city 
walls. He made known to the comaniant the 
object of his visit, and was kindly received.— 
Dr. Taylor, “‘ opening his carpet bag, presented 
him with the books which, gave evident satis- 
faction and elicited the remark which was oft 
repeated, that the doctrinéS were the same as 
their own, they, indeed, claiming a common 
brotherhood with foreigners. Lo hospitably en- 
tertained our friend at his own quarters during 
his visit, and on leaving provided him with a 
horse and an escort of several hundred soldiers 
with their oflicers, to aecompany him beyond 
the city walls and the stockades to the river 
bank.” 

Dr. T. “ was present.at their worship, which 
he describes as consisting of chanting hymns 
and doxologies in a very solemn manner, whilst 
those engaged in it remained seated. After 
which all kneeled, apparently with much rever- 
ence, closing their eyes, while one of their num- 
ber uttered an audible oa. Their chaunting 
was accompanied with the usual discordant in- 
struments employed by the Chinese at their 
festivals. 

“ The acts of worship were repeated twice or 
thrice a day, and included in them the grace be- 
fore meat; and immediately afterwards they 

roceeded to the tables without further ceremony. 

r. T. saw no females, and on inquiry, was in- 
formed they were all at Nanking. He saw 
tables placed with bowls of various kinds of 
food, as offerings to the Supreme Being; amon 
which were three bowls of tea, one for eac 
Person of the Trinity.” 

A communication was sent by the hands of 
Dr. Taylor, from the commandant, to the foreign 
community at Shanghai, which exhibits the 
sentiments of the patriots in relation to a com- 
mercial intercourse with us, and to Christianity, 
in a very satisfactory light. As the first official 
document in the vast intercourse now opening, 
we believe, before us, it is given entire,

It was understood the army was waiting until 
its fighting men should amount to 90,000 men;

The narrative of the visit of the messenger to 
Canton does not contain any thing new, but is 
interesting from the fact that that this envoy was 
especially commissioned to bear the tidings of 
the capture of Nanking to the American mission- 
ary, Rev. Mr. Roberts, who in 1846 had been the 
religious instructor of Hung Siu-tsuen, who is 
probably the leader of this war, under the name 
of Tai-ping. 

The Hongkong newspapers contain several ar- 
ticles which show that there are many members 
of the Triad, and other seeret and objectionable 
societies, engaged in forwarding tis revolution; 
and that some of the pass-words, flags, and off 
cial seals, indicate this fact. 

The Chinese at the North are in great distress 
from the sgarcity of food, as that portion of the 
Empire depends chietly for rice upon the central 
and southern provinces. 

French and Prussian vessels of war are wateh- 
ing the course of events in China and Japan ; as 
was the case in the Opium war. They are both 
powers whose influence is greatly to be dreaded 
in the East. 

The turbulent islanders of Formosa are said 
to be fomenting revolt against their Chinese 
rulers. 

Numerous piracies are reported along the 
coast. Not less than twelve richly laden janks 
from Cochin-china have been taken and plon- 
dered. 

At the city of Canton things are yet quiet, but 


foreigners are preparing for removal in case of 


an outbreak. A cabalistic paper has been cireu- 
lated extensively, which many understand to sig- 
nify a call for the people to rise on * the ninth 
day of the ninth moon,” which will be the 11th 
of October, according to our calculation.

His innate 
impudence will protect him from this; 
and I feel, by myself, that our faults 
cannot be torn up with too much vio- 
lence in childhood, before they have 
taken too deep a root.”—Portland Tran- 
script.
